HAIRDRESSING 


IS. A PROBLEM 
DURING SUMMER 


By JACQUELINE AOHT © 
HE bathire afd outing serson 
is the one in which the hair 

requires more attention than it 
does at any other time during 
the year. 


Waves are everywhere 
from the 
restless beach 
to. the hot 
prairies. You 
cannot wave 
your hair re- 
peatedly dur- 
ing the hot 
weather— 
even finger 
waves or wa- 
ter waves—or 
your hair will 
suffer. If you 
must have 
your hair 
waved re- 
peatedly in 
addition to exposing it to the 
salt water and sun and wind you 
must take steps to forestall dry- 
ness. 

If your hair is already dry and 
the ends split from early expo- 
sure, begin to take stems for its 
immediate improvement. Trim 
the split ends first and give 
yourself’ a series of hot oil 
shampoos, then make an ap- 
pointment with your hairdresser 
for a new trim and permanent, 

Permanents may Be a little 
drying to begii with but they 
are ©o satisfactory and with the 
proper care before and afterward 
they will not mjyre your. hair. 
You will always have the com- 
fo:t of knowing that you will be 
just as pretty efter your dip as 
you were before—no stragely, 
Straight. unbecoming wisps of 
hair. Another advantage is that 
you will not have to submit your 
locks to the iron or to the hot 
dryer every few days. 

Let’s begin with the prelimi- 
nary treatment for the perma- 
nent, however. First brush the 
hair. The bristles of your brush 


should be clean and stiff and the 
brushing vigorous. Bru:h from 
underneath the hair upward 
toward the ends, then from the 
sides to the back and finally 
from the back to the front. 

Finally when the hair is free 
from loose particles of dust and 
dead skin and the scalp feels 
warm and stimulated, you arc 
ready for an application of hot 
oil, Use a small pad, part the 
hair at intervals and apply the 
cil until the entire head has 
been covered. Press the fingers 
against the scalp ana massage 
it for five minutes so your scalp 
will absorb as much ot the vii as 
possible. 

Be careful not to spread the 
oi: to other parts of the scalp. 
When you have finished, wash 
your hands to remove all oil. 
Mext take your hair, a small 
stand at a time, and twist it 
ughtly into a small string. With 
a pair of sharp scissors, snip 
away all of the. loose, split ends 
Stickimg out from the strand. 
Then run the fingers up the 
coiled strand to loosen any other 
ends and cut these off. Repeat 
until all the hair has been trim- 
med. Then Saturate all of the 
air in warm oil, tie it up in a 
soft towel and forget about it for 
half an hour or so. 

For your shampoo use a mild 
soap that has been dissvived into 
a liquid or jelly. If your scalp 
feels dry afterward, apply more 
of the warm oll and massage it 
into your scalp while the pores 
are open and relaxed. 
yeur scalp. has been 
tioned,” you will find that your 
permanent will be less drying 
and much more natural in ap- 
pearance. Three oil treatments 
before and four after the per- 
manent are usually. sufficient to 
overcome any dryness and stim- 
ulate the oil glands to function 
normally.

ICE GREAM IS 


~ AGE DESSERT 


By JUDITH WILSON 

F A VOTE were taken on the 

most popular American des- 
sert, ice cream would Jead by an 
overwhelming vote with pie as a 
second choice. But how many of 
you can make really good ice 
cream? Frozen desserts can ke 
disappointing or they can ke de- 
lightful. They are so nourisning 
and cocling in the summer time 
that you owe it to your family 
to satisfy their demands with a 
product thet is creamy, luscious 
and finely flavored. 

New Probicms 

When many of you began to 
substitute your mechanical re- 
frigerator trays for the old-fash- 
icned ice cream freezer you ran 
into touble. The same mixtures 
simply wouldn't freeze into finc- 
grained, velvety ice creams and 
slierbets. And this is egsy to 
understand» As the mixture 
freezes, little ice particles are 
formed and if they are undis- 
turbed they form large ice crys- 
tals. The constant whipping with 
the paddles in the old-fasnioned 
freezer broke up these tiny pa!ti- 
cles and made the mixture 
smooth and fine-grained. 

To obtain the same result in 
mechanical refrigerators you 
must resort to other means and 
other recipes. Some of the syrups 
like corn syrup or honey will 
keep the finished product fine- 
erained and smooth. Junket 
pdwders or tablets. beaten e°g 
ayhites. whipped cream or 


* whipped gelatine will do the 


same. Also the richer the mix- 
ture the smoother it will be so 
heavy cream, egg yolks or melted 
chocolate will: keep the mixtuce 
fine and velvety. Cornstarch or 
tapioca are also used for thick- 
ening and smoothness since they 
change the flavor hardly at all. 
Remember that in freezing 
mechanically the cream should 
be stirred several times during 
the process to insure evenness 
and smoothness, and remember 
that it should be frozen at as 
low a temperature as possible. 


Ice Cream Recipe 


Here is a basic recipe for ice 
cream to be frozen in the me- 
chanical freezer. Make a paste 


from one-fourth cup milk and 


one tablespoon cornstarch and 
stir one and three-fourths cups 
of milk that has been scalded 
in a double boiler. Cook until 
the mixture is thickened, stir- 
ring constantly. Beat two egf 
yolks and mix with one-half cup 
sugar, one-third cup corn syrup 
and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Add to the hot milk gradually 
-and cook like a custard until 
thickened. Chill the mixture un- 
ti! it is beginning to freeze 
around the edges, then whip un- 
til it is very light. Whip one cup 
cf cream until stiff and mix with 
two beaten egg whites. Fold the 
chilled custard into this whipped 
cream mixture and freeze as. 
cuickly as you can, stirring once 
or twice as it freezes. 
Date Ice Cream 
For date ice cream use one cup 
cf puree made from stewed dates. 
Mix this puree with one-third 
cup sugar and two tablespoons 
corn syrup and boil for two min- 
utes, Add the beaten yolks of 
{wo eggs, heat over boiling water 
until thickened and chill in the 
freezing tray. Add two table- 
spoons lemon juice and one-half 
teaspoon grated Jemon rind and

HOW 10 HANDLE 
DELICATE CHILD 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
HE thin and constantly ailing 
child, the delicate child, needs 

rect and lots of it. Mother will 

see to it that he gets the proper 
nourishment and all the fresh 
air he needs, 
but some- 
times she is 
inclined to 
he a little lax 
about naps 
and bedtime. 

If he gets 
up at six in 
the morning, 
he should be 
put to bed at

take it easy. 

Don’t Spoil Him 

Second .in importance co rest 
for such a child is the “no cod- 
dling” rule. As a rule, this is 
easier to prescribe than to carry 
out, as a sickly child generally 
calls forth a more tender ma- 
ternal regard. Being more help- 
less, he needs her more than the 
other children, and so in the 
natural course of events she pro- 
ceeds to spoil him with atten- 
tion, Coddling, however, is not 
a kindness. It warps a child’s 
versonality. 

There is no reason wy an ail- 
ing eHild cannot be taught to 
nave courage and how to take 
care of himself. He ought to be 
‘nspired with optimism about his 
condition. He must want to get 
well before he can give the 
proper cooperation toward this 
end.

Quiet Play 


Long automobile, trips and 
frequent company are not good 
for him. The delicate child is

England’s ‘Gloomy Dean’ 
Resigns . . . Hungary’s 
Admiral on Horseback 


HIE Very Reverend Williem 

“" Raloh Inge, the “Gloomy 
Dean’ of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
in London, since 1911, has an- 
nowtce@ his resignation and re- 
tr.ement to Oxford at the age 
or seventy-three. The “Gloomy 
Deans” only physical ailment 

‘ems to De deafness, and some 
consider this a fortunate shield 
ugainst some of the things ne 
might hear to stir his wrath. | 

Wrath is a word that best de- 
‘Avibes Dean Inzge’s career, for 
Me has gathered more lashing 
controversy around his name 
und person than any clergyman 
in England. He was apparently 
destined to infuriate the world 
into udimirine him. However, 
those who know him say he is a 
kindly,’ humorous man, with a 
masterly command of English 
prose. ‘He was once described as 
having “the pen of a satirist and 
the mind of a poet.” 

Belicving that ‘any dead dog 
can float with the stream,” the 
“Gloomy Dedan’s” policy has al- 
ways been, whether accidental 
or intended, to swim against the 
stream, Notwithstanding, Dr. 
Irnge’s practical Christianity has 
won for him an acknowledged 
place in theology as a man of 
liberal and enlightened ideas, 
particularly noted for his schol- 
arship. His brilliant essays and 
studies in eschatology and mys- 
ticism have added immeasurably 
to his academic grasp. 

Dean Inge made it a point 
never to merely dislike anything. 
If it did not conform to his 
ideas, he loathed and abhored it. 
To him, labor leaders are “pests 
and parasites,” and churchmen 
who differed with him he called 
“a mob of guttersnipes.” 

At a luncheon once, George 
Bernard Shaw remarked, point- 
ing to Dean Inge, “I may have 
a superior brain, but there is the 
gieatest living writer in Eng- 
land.’ Dean Inge missed the 
point because of ‘is deafness, 
and simply smiled on the pre- 
sumption that anything that 
Mr. Shaw said was worth a 
smile. 

To what extent the Dean’s 
deafness has been responsible for 
his aloofness and detachment is 
hard to say. This disability, clos- 
ifig him within his own thoughts, 
may explain in some measure 
the man’s proud individualism. 
At the same time, stern ecclesi- 
estic blood has been in his fam- 
ily and his wife’s family for 
generations. Until he was thirty 
his years were wholly austere 
and academic. Then he centered 
the church.

O the west of Austria and 

Germany is a_ good-sized 
country called Hungary. At its 
head and ruling Hungary as Re- 
cenf is a fighting naval man, 
known as Admiral Horthy. 

Aiding this fighting man over- 
ccme the problems of Hungary 
is his beautiful and capable wife. 
She has saved the ecuntry from 
the dole by organizing relief in 
an original and efficient way. 
Her system is simply this. She 
calls on all families which are 
comfortably fixed to feed one or 
more families one day a week. 
She also asks everybody who can 
spare old clothes or food to send 
these to her and she distributes 
them herself to the poor. She 
keeps a complete record of per- 
sons or families aszing for aic 
so she is able tu weed out the 
undeserving, AS a result Hun- 
vary has no Strate relief problem. 

The Regent, Nicholes Horthy, 
has had a brilliant and colorful 
careey. In the postwar days 
Hungary was overrun with Bol- 
shevists. A party of five ma- 
rauders attempted to raid the 
Horthy ancestral home. They 
were confronted by a tall,

Then he went to 
Szeged, where the counter-reyo- 
lutionary forces had gathered, 
and took over the War Mihistry 
in the cabinet of Count Julius 
Karolyi. Soon afterward this 
man of the sea took over com- 
mand of the National Army and 
crushed the Bolshevist uprising. 
He became literally an ‘admiral 
on horseback” and for his ser- 
vices in ridding Hungary of the 
Red Terror he was made Regent. 

Admiral Horthy is keenly‘ in- 
terested in the progress of his 
country and a great admirer of 
American methods. One of his 
sons, Stephen, received mechan- 
ical training in the Ford auto-
